Crowding Spectators Thought the Man 


on the Locomotive Who Dashed 
by Them Had Lost His 
Senses.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 1.—Fire which 
this morning destroyed the Illinois Central 
roundhouse and three locomotives proved 
a hero. His work 
in deflance of what seemed certain death 
saved the lives of scores of persons, who 
did not even know that they were in dan- 
eer, and thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property 

Two box cars on a siding adjoining the 
roundhouse became ignited, Next to these 
was a car loaded with 20,000 pounds of gun- 
powder. 

The freight cars were burning fast, and; 
unconscious of their great darger, the fire- 
men worked away, and hundreds of peo- 
ple crowded the yards, watching the burn- 
ing Dbullding. 

Foot by foot the flames crept down to 
the freight cars and to that containing ‘10 
tons of gunpowder. 

Suddenly an offiaail of the company ran 
through the crowd. He had learned of the 
load of gunpow der, Breathlessly he jumped 
upon the step of the engine, which had been

locomotive darted. away to a 
BSwiteh, which put it on the track with 
the burning cars. The engineer. Edward 
Upp, stood at the throttle. He was alone in 
the cab. 

As the bell clanged violently and the 
whistle warned, people surged back from 
the rails. No one knew why the locomo- 
tive Was put to such speed, and spectators 
wondered what maniac was at the throttle 
to the danger of life 
and limb of spectators. 

In the immediate vicinity of the burning 
cars the heat was intense. The flames had 
reached the end of the car nearest that 
loaded with the gunpowder. With the red 
light from behind and all around, the lo- 
comotive, with whistle shrieking and bell 
ringing, dashed up to the powder car. Upp 
jutnped from his cab, ran ahead of the en- 
gine, coupled, ran further and uncoupled 
its burning mate, and darted 
back to his post. The lever was reversed 
and the engine went back at full spe ed 
from danger, dragging with it the danger- 
ous car, already sgorched by the heat. 

The loss from the fire is $75,000, partially 
insured.

Next his statement about ‘‘Mike’”’ having 
eloped with Mrs. Becker was shown to 
be false. ‘“*Mike’’ proved to be William 
Ford, who has been in Ireland for a year. 

After examining the Becker cottage many 
times, Capt. Lavin, who has charge of the 
case, took the ashes from the cooking stove 
yesterday and had them sifted carefully. 
Among the cinders were found several bits 
of bone.

The strike may seriously affect Texas, 
though the stock on hand will last at least 
30 days, the companies’ agents say, be- 
cause the warm weather will involve the 
use of not more than one-third as much 
fuel in March and the succeeding months 
as was used in January. The only source 
of supply at present, however, is from the 
mines in Texas and Colorado. 

The strikers demand an advance in wages, 
both for the miners and the mine laborers. 
The former want a raise from 47% cents to 
56 cents per ton, and the latter a raise of 
from 10 cents to 25 cents per day. They also 
demand pay every two weeks, and that all 
coal shall be weighed before being screened. 
The operators say that they ean not and 
will not comply with the demands, as thay , 
would lose money by so doing.

FOR ASSAULTING HIS MOTHER. 


Perkins Sentenced to Six 
Months and Fined $50. 


James Perkins was convicted in the Jus- 
tice Court at Clayton for disturbing the 
peace of his mother, Mrs. Mellie Gookley, 
and sentenced to six months in the County 
Jail, tegether with a fine of $9. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Warfield 
stated that the penalty was entirely too 
light, and that instead of being charged 
with disturbing the peace it ought to have 
been that of assaulting his mother, on 
which charge he could have been sent to the 
penitentiary. 

Perkins early in January was ordered out 
of his mother’s house near Kirkwood. She 
is a widow with 12 children and was unable 
to support him, being compelled to provide 
for six other children, who were not old 
enough to earn a livelihood. Perkins left 
as requested, but returned later in a 
drunken condition and demanded admit- 
tance, which was refused. He then geecured 
a large club and battered down the door, 
attacking his mother injuring her 
seriously.

Evidence Relied Upon to Con- 
vict Molineaux. 
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THESE ARE THE MOTIVES AS- 
SIGNED FOR THE CRIME. ‘ 


Summary of the Facts as Outlined by 
the District Attorney in Making 
Out the Case for the 
Prosecution. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 1.—The evidence up- 
on which the district attorney expects to 
convince Roland B. Molineaux ot the mur- 
der by poleon of Mrs. Kate J. Adams and 
Heury C. Barnet may be summarized thus: 

1. Nicholas A. Heckman positively ‘denti- 
fied Molineaux as the man who rented one 
of his private letter boxes in the name of 
H. C. Barnet. 

2. Miss Emma Miller, saleswoman, iden- 
tified the silver holder in which the poison 
that killed Mrs. Adams was sent to Harry 


Cornish, and stated that it wae sold to “a 
man’ December 21; the district atiorney 
had previousiy proved that Molineux was 
in Newark December 21. 

8. Seven handwriting experts identified 
samples of Molineaux’s penmanship, given 
by him to the State's attorney, as identical 
with the wr.ting on the package of pujson 
sent to Cornish and in letters sent from 

rivate jetter boxes in the names of “‘H. C. 

arnet’” and “‘H. Cornish.’ Each 
seven experts Was pos.tive that all 
writing had been done by one man, 
that man could be no other than Roland b. 
Molineaux. 


In addition to these points it is necessary 
to assign and establ.sn a motive for the 
crime. District Attorney Gardner set out 
his theory of the motive in his address tv 
the Coroner’s Jury, and the same line wil] 
be followed in the next steps _n the case. 

Col. Gardner told the pury’ “The deaths 
of Barnet and Mrs. Adams can not be 
Separated. Barnet was poisoned by a 
powder sent through the mail and the one 
who sent it must have been on intimate 
terms with him and acquainied with the 
fact that Barnet used Kutnow powder. 
Molineaux, he said, was that person, 

“Now, in the Killing of Barnet, where 
Was the motive? We have it by c'rcum- 
stantial evidence. Barnet was ei entice 
Biatiche Unesebrough. He wonou her and 
dined her, invited her to his room and she 
accepted. They were, in fact, on the closest 
terms of intimacy. The other man wanted 
héer to’ marry him, and she finally con- 
sented to do so, but she loved Barnet. She 
came to New York and went to live frum 
place to place, with no apparent means of 
support and no one cared for her. And now 
we come to one of the most remarkable 
things connected w.th the case.” 

Mr. Gardiner then read the letter written 
to Barnet while he was ili, and said: 

“Is that the language of one ordinary 
friend to unother?’’ 

hie dweit upon the fact that Mrs. Moli- 
neaux had sent flowere and a letter to Bar- 
net only 19 days before her marriage, and 
Giscredited the statement of Muolineaux 

that he had paid tor the flowers. 

“It is clear that Mrs. Molin eaux loved 
Barnet, but knew Molineaux had good pros- 
pects, and she wanted to be taken care 
of. There's the motive,” said Mr. Gardi- 


ner. 

Col. Gardiner then went to tell the cir- 
cumstances under whieh Molineaux uad- 
ti on the stand he met his wife, and 
sald: 

“Now, that woman's character (meaning 
Mrs. Molineaux) has been portrayed in itis 
courtroom by her own’ testimony. For a 
thousand years down to the present time 
murders of this kind, it has been demon- 
Birated, have been committed on account:

“In consequence of the publicity which 
the case Was g.ven,”’ continued Mr. Gard- 
iner, “certain persons became suspicious 
and were put on their guard, Certain 
methods hai, therefore, to be adopted to 
disarm suspicion. The first witness who 
was placed on the stand (Cornish) was 
made to beleve that he was the suspected 
party and the evidence he gave was the 
evidence of a man full of consternation. 
But in this direction we disarmed suspicion 
from the really guilty person. Now, the 
Very next man to g0 upon the stand 
(Mol-neux) was the person that the public 
bad settled upon. 

“How the community reached this con- 
clusion is a question. When this witness 
was called and my able assistant treated 
him in such a manner, it was done to ds- 
arm him of suspicion. 

“There was_a general feeling of anger 
against the District Attorney's office on 
this account. But we had a duty to per- 
form. We were placed in the position to 
make it appear that Cornish was really 
the guilty person. Then the guilty person, 
eeeing that he was not suspected, was per- 
fectly willing co give us ail the handwrit- 
ing we wanted. And we got it.”

He said he did not 
feel justified ‘in putting the county to 
needless expense in trying the other cases. 

This action releases Andy Ryan, Charles 
W. Polk,\W. W. Lowe and Caleb Stone, al- 
leged confederates of Lowe in the Leeds 
robbery and, so far as Jackson County is 
concerned, Jack Kennedy, Bolen and Flynn 
ad Bill Ryan or “Jennings,” charged with 
the Chicago & Alton robberies.

In the past there has been great difficulty 
in convicting these offenderae, oecause they 
were prosecuted under ordinance 100, 
which defines the offense of selling policy 
tickets. Whed potty snops were raided the 
tickets were cancelled before the officers 
could get into the room and evidence of 
sales could not be ob*.ained. 

When the police began che present cru- 
sade against policy’ shops Capt. Reynolds 
of the Central District asked City Atiorney 
Kinsey if convictions could not be obtained 
under ordinance 108. Mr. Kinsey said they 
would try. | 

A few days ago William Hoe, Bud Tiorn- 
ton and David 8S. Gvath were arrested and 
charged with violating ordinance 108. 

Col. Claiborne and Juige Anderson, rep- 
made a motion to 
quash , on the* ground tha: the ordinance 
had veen annulled.

SHREWD MONE 


Greater Responsibility Placed 
on Americans. 


THEIR SHIPS LEAVE MANILA. 


THE KAISER COULD NOT RISK A 
CLASH WITH DEWEY. 


Unprecedented Step by Which the Ger- 
man Government Avoids Dangerous 
Friction and Adds to the Burden 
of the McKinley Administration. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The action of 
the German Government in withdrawing 
her warships from Manila and placing the 
interests of the Emperor’s subjects wholly 
in the hands of the Americans is a step 
without precedent under the conditions 


which now exist in the Philippines. 

The explanation of this step, as made by 
Administration officials here, while seem- 
ingiy plausible, is not wholy satisfying. 

it is said that this move was made by 
Germany without solicitation from Wash- 
ington, and is, therefore, entirely volun- 
tary. The statement is also made that (he 
President regards is as “a master stroke 
_in diplomacy, by which will be removed all 
| possibility of a clash between German and 
| Ammarionn interests in and about Manus, 

and notice to all the world, and especially 
to any Americans who entertained any sus- 
| picions of sinister designs by Germany, of 
the wish and purpose of the verman Em- 

ire to cultivate the friendship of the 

Jnited States.’’ 

The German vernment followed its an- 
nouncement to the State Department of a 
purpose to order its vessels away from the 
Philippines with a formal application to 
the nited States Government to under- 
take the protection of all the Germans in 
the Philippines, not only in person, but in 
property. 

The President very promptly accepted 
the trust, and there will be no German 
ships at either Manila or Iloilo to disturb 
the relations between the two countries. 

By assuming this responsibility the 
United States Government has accepted 
liability for any damages that may be 
sustained by the German residents and in- 
terests at Manila. 

The only reason assigned for this action 
on the part of Germany is that she needs 
her ships to protect her interests in Chi- 
nese ports. But many persons believe that 
the real reason for the unprecedented step 
will be seen when all the facts touching 
recent events in Manila Bay come to light. 
It is believed that the relntionn between 
Dewey and the German Admiral have been 
so far strained that for a week or more 
they have been near the breaking point; 
that Germany, fearing the consequences of 
this constant friction, and realizing that, 
while England and the United States are 
standing ‘‘cheek by jowl,”’ she could not 
risk a clash with the latter Government,

Instead of dividing large plants—uniless 
more plants are wanted—I would dig about 
the pats as much as possible without dis- 
turbing its roots, and work a liberal quan- 
tity of old, rotten cow manure to take the 
place of the old soil removed. This plant 
requires strong food, and a good deal of it, 
in order to do well. If its roots are dis- 
turbed, as hey must be in separating the 
old plants and forming new clumps, it is 
quite likely to refuse to bloom for a season 
or two. large clump is worth half a 
dozen small ones. In spring prepare some 
liquid manure and apply to the center of 
the plant as soon as it begins to grow, or 
Scatter finely ground bone-meal over the 
soil as soon as the snow goes off and cover 
it with earth. This treatment, it will be 
understood, is for the center of the plant, 
where it would not be poesible to apply 
barn-yard manure and work it into the soll 
without seriously interfering with the roots. 
Separating may be done in the spring or 
fall, whichever season is most convenient 
for you to do the work.

The direct cause was the failure of the 
club to pay to Wilkesbarre the sum of $750 
for the release of Sullivan, but the indirect 
and real cause was the desire of the par- 
iles to the National agreement to put the 
Cleveland team into St. Louis, 

The action of the National Board came as 
a boomerang among the players, managers 
and newspper men at the Fifth Av. Hotel. 
There had been talk of an eight-club league, 
of three and four trip schedules and deals 
innumerable ,and the Cleveland-St. Louis 
matter had been discussed at length, but 
the retirement of the Missouri team as a 
preliminary measure has not been 
ninted at. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Muckenfuss is the only 
representative here of the St. Louis team, 
he made a statement in regard to the Sul- 
livan deal. No money changed hands and 
the St. Louis Club was supended pending 
payment. Of course, Chris Von der Ahe 
won't pay over this money, and Mucken- 
fuss having failed to, itis ‘‘up to’’ some one 
else. The League will put the Cleveland 
team into St. Louis. Frank de Haas Rob- 
ison will pay the $750 fine and the Mound 
City club being reinstated, it will be trans- 
ferred to Cleveland. 

The Board of Directors met last night and 
aemanded of Mr. Muckenfuss that he pay 
off the indebtedness of the St. Louls Club.

FROM CHE FOO, CHINA. 


YELLOW RIVER OVERFLOWED. 


Americans Residing Abroad Think 
This Country Should Send For- 
ward a Shipload of Food. 


The St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange has 
received a communication from Americans 
residing at Chefoo, China, asking aid for 
the sufferers of the Yellow River floods in 
the Province of Shanlung. The communica- 
tion is dated January 4 It says in part 
that while there is always more or less 
suffering in this province ow!ng to the over- 
flow of the Yellow River, which the natives 
truly describe as “China’s Sorrow,” prob- 
ably never before was the distress so great 
and heart rending. Conservat've estimates 
place the number of starving at 2,009,000, 
and-‘time and the increasing cold weather 
will greatly augment the distress. 

Hundreds of villages are submerged; 
cities surrounded by water; homes, furni- 
ture, cloth'ng. in fact, everything, is unde: 
water or destroyed; the natives are living 
in straw huts. ‘Many have absolutely nv 
shelter from the winter’s coid and snow, 
subsisting on bark, willow twigs, roots, etc. 

The summer's crops have been a failure, 
the seed for the spring sow-ng is gone and 
there is nothing for these starving millions 
to hope for in the future, 

The purpose of the appeal is to induce 
citizens of the United States to send a 
shipload of corn to the United States Con- 
sul at Chefoo, together with money to be 
distributed among the sufferers. The letter 
states that one Chinese firm has con- 
tributed $70,000 and 10,000 bags of corn.

PARDON OF TIMOTHY, 


FAD COMMITTED PLAIN FRAUD 
AT AN ELECTION. 


CONVICTED IN THREE COURTS. 


His Sentence Had the Approval of the 
Supreme Court-——He Only Served 
Eleven Days. 


Gov. Lon V. Stephens has pardoned owt 
of the penitentiary Martin Timothy of St. 
Louis, who violated the act to prevent cor- 
rupt pract'-es in elections. Timothy was 
indicted and convicted. The conviction was 
appraved by the Supreme Court of the 
State of Missouri. He was sentenecd to 
two years in the penitentiary. 

His conviction cost two years of con- 
Stant effort on the part of the officers of 
the law, and $179.50 In money. 

He was fully and unconditionally par- 


doned after serving only 11 days of his term. 

At the city electidn held April 6, 1897, 
Martin Timothy .entered the polling place 
of Precinct 2 of the second Ward, at 
Eleventh st. and Lucas av., and asked for 
a blank ballot. He marked it and at- 
tempted to cast it under the name of 
George Hoffmann.

A person shall, for all purposes of this act, be 
deemed guilty of the offense of impersonation who, 
at any election held pursuant to the laws of the 
State, applies for a ballot paper in the name of 
some other person, whether that name be that of a 
person living or dead, or of a fictitious person. or 
whe. having voted once at any election, applies 
at the same election for a ballot paper in bis own 
name or any other tame. 

The subsequent course of the case illus- 
trates the law's: delays. 

June 4 1897, Timothy pleaded not guilty 
and filed bond and the case was continued 
iby the court 

Sept. 28, 1897, 
defendant as on affidavit. 

‘ 27, 1897, the same action was taken, 

6. 1898, his bond was forfetted, and 

§ facias and capias ordered to issue. 

That forfeiture set aside on payment of 
the cosets. 

Jan. 12, 1898. he filed a new bond. 

Jan. 28, 1898, the case was continued for 

State as on affidavit. 
Feb. 12, 1898, the bond was forfeited again 
and ihe bond forfeiture again set aside on 
payment of costs. The defendant filed a 
motion to quash and it was overruled. He 
was tried and convicted as charged, 2nd 
his punishment was fixed at two years in 
the penitentiary. 

Feb. 14, 1898, he filed a motion for a new 
trial. 

Feb. 21, 1898, he filed motion in arrest of 
judgment. 

March 5, 1898. the motion for a new trial 
and an arrest of judgment were submitted. 

March 17, 1898, the motions for a new trial 
and an arrest’ of judgment were overruled. 
He was sentenced according to the verdict 
to two years in the penitentiary. An ap- 
peal was prayed for and granted. 

March 23, 1898, the execution was etayed 
until April 2, 1898. 

March 28, 1898, he filed an appeal bond. 

Feb. 21, 1899, the mandate of the Supreme 
Court affirming the judgment was filed. 

No biil of exceptions to the verdict was 
filed. The avpeal was based egolely on a 
technical quibble. It was contended that 
the indictment was deficient because it em- 
ployed the term ‘“‘ballot”’ instead of “baHot 
pauper,’’ the term used In the act. 

The Supreme Court held that “ballot,” 
and ‘“ballot paper’’ meant the same thing 
and that indeed ‘‘paper’’ following ‘‘ballot”’ 
was superfluous. The court affirmed the 
finding and Timothy was sent to the peni- 
tentiary. 

But Timothy had influential friends. They 
sent a petition to Gov. Stephens and Mon- 
day he issued a pardon and the prison gates 
swung open for Martin Timothy.

SCHUYLER HOUSE CROWDED. 


St. Louis Ladies Trying to Introduce 
the Teaching of Needlework in the 
Public Schools of the City. 


The exhibition of needlework from the 
finest technical schools in the world opened 
Tuesday night in the asesmbly room of the 
Schuyler Memorial House, which adjoins 
Christ Church Cathedral. ‘The exhibition 
is given in hope of introducing systematic 
sewing into the public schools and is under 
the management of the women of Christ 
Church, who are themselves defraying all 
the expenses of the enterprise, including the 


necessary insurance demanded by the New 
York Association of Sewing Schools, from 
whom the collection of specimens comes. 

Admission to the exhibition is free, and 
everybody interested in the venture is in- 
vited to attend. The ‘hours are from 10 
o'clock a. m, to 5:30 p. m. daily until Sun- 
day. o 
Yhne private introductory view Tuesdey 
night was an immense success and the 
house .was packed all evening. As they; 
are now arranged the rooms are interesting 
indeed. Across one end of the asseimbly 
room is a gigantic United States flag, made 
by the girls of the ‘‘New York State School 
for the Blind’ at Batavia, N. Y. Each of 
the 45 stars in the blue fleld was exquis'tely 
sewed in place by a different blind girl, as 
were also the red and white bars. 

Around the remainder of the room are 
examples of fine G@arning, knitting and 
crochet work, embroidery, lace work, deco- 
rating and tapestry making. 

Dean Davis opened the entertainment 
with an address of welcome, and after this, 
Mrs. -W. E. Fischel spoke entertainingly 
on aa importance of manual training for 
girls. 

Prof. E. H. Sears of Mary Institute gave 
a little talk oft this subject, and expressed 
himself especially desirous of some day 
introducing a course in sewing at the 
school of which he is principal. 

Miss Cornelia Fisher, who is director of 
the Cathedral Sewing School, explained 
how and why the ladies had been interested 
in bringing ‘the exhibition here. ‘Miss Fish- 
er says there are two schools right here in 
St. Louis, which are members of the New 
York Association. These are the South 
Side Schoo) of Domestic Economy at 1921 
South Ninth st., and the Christ Church 
Cathedral Sewing School, which is open 
from 10 to 12 o'clock every Saturday morn- 
ing at 1210 Locust st. 

The only university in the country which 
has taken up this branch is the Teachers’ 
College of Columbia, N. Y. 

The exhibition includes work from the 
Government schools of France and Hono- 
lulu, the schools of Sweden, Japan, Bel- 
gium, Switzerland and Mexico, and from 
Pratt Institute, Brooklyn; Cooper Settie- 
ment, New York; Hampton Institute, Vir- 
ginia; Boston School of Domestic Science, 
and a number of other noted institutions:
